Miss Amurao said Speck told 


the girls he needed money to go 
to New Orleans and that each 
got out her purse and gave him 
some bills. 


She said Speck pulled out a 


knife, sliced a bed sheet into 
strips, and began tying the 
girls' ankles and wrists. 


"Then Speck counted at us, by 


pointing the gun, and he said, 
'one, two, three, four, five, 
six.'" 


She said Speck heard a fe- 


male voice downstairs and stood 
behind the door waiting as Glo- 
ria Davy entered the room. 


"Miss Davy was surprised 


and she screamed in a low 
voice. 4nd then Speck thrust the 
gun close towards Davy's body. 


"When Speck was tying Miss 


Davy's ankles, Miss Davy said, 
'Why are you doing that for? We 
are student nurses.' Then Speck 
answered 'Oh, you are a student 
nurse,' and Speck was smiling 
during this time." 


The witness said the killer cut 


the sheets on Miss Wllkenlng's 
ankles and led her from the 
room. 


"After about one minute, I 


heard Miss Wllkening say, 'ah.' 
It was like a sigh," she said. 


Suzanne Farris and Mary Ann 


Jordan were the last victims to 
enter the bedroom. Miss Amu- 
rao said Speck did not bind 
them, but ordered them out of 
the room. He followed, closing 
the door. 


In short sentences she de-

and ankles 


bound, to a more concealed lo- 
cation under another bed. 


She said that when Speck re- 


turned after 45 minutes, he 
switched on the light and jingled 
some change. Miss Amurao said 
he turned off the light and left 
the room. 


She wriggled out of her bonds 


an alarm clock rang at 5 


a.m. She ran through the hall- 
way to her bedroom, observing 
three of the bodies, climbed to

bunk 
and 


screamed out an open window. 


No one heard her. 
She climbed out to a ledge 


and screamed for 20 minutes 
more. 


"Miss Judy Dytkom saw me 


on the ledge. I went back to my 
bedroom, going to the stairs, 
and then I went down. Then 
Miss Judy Dytkom bring me to 
2315 (E. 100St.)."

t's not often that a coun- 
try newspaper finds itself

chure of Berkey Photo, Inc, of 
which Berkey Technical Corp. 
is an operating unit, and on Page 
IS I read: 


"First shipments ofBer- 


! key Tech's most important 


new product - the Berkey Di- 
rect Screen System —were 
made during 1966 ... 
A 


number of newspapers have 
purchased the system, in* 
eluding the Deer Park (Long 
bland) Suffolk Sun, the Chi- 
cago Tribune, and the 3,300- 
circulation Hope Star in 
Hope, Arkansas. Sales of the 


.Berkey Direct Screen Sys- 


tem are expected to increase 
-In 1967." 
— I didn't know what the re- 
port would say but I did know 
Hope was going to be mentioned 
because Berkey Technical Corp. 
called me up two months ago 
and told me so. The Berkey col- 
or separator is a Norwegian in- 
vention which the New York com- 
pany brought over here for manu- 
facture along with its co-inventor, 
Arve Jensen. Mr. Jensen was in 
Hope last January and set up The 
Star's 
machine. 
Suffolk Sun 


bought the first machine sold to 
on American newspaper, a 4x5- 
inch model. Hope Star bought 
the second machine —the first 
of the largest 8x10 - inch model; 
and the third purchaser was the 
Chicago Tribune with another 
8x10. 


Apparently Berkey is getting 


along financially, shaping up as 
the,General Motors of the photo- 
graphic equipment world. Sales 
of 5d millions in 1965 rose to 
$85 millions In 1966, and net 
income increased from 2.9 mil- 
lion to 3.8. 


I am aware that Berkey has 


become 
one of the so-called 


glamour stocks but this writer 
hasn't bought any, simply be- 
cause he isn't a market trader. 
Berkey is a growing company 
but I would caution you against 
imagining it to be another Pola- 
roid "growth stock." Polaroid 
deals in consumer goods, where 
growth is unlimited. But Ber- 
key's field is rather limited - 
selling complex, high-priced ma- 
chines to industry. 


Finally, being highly expan- 


sionist, buying up other firms 
and introducing new inventions, 
Berkey isn't yet on a dividend 
basis. Its earnings indicate it 
will get there — but until they 
do its stock is something for 
speculators rather than savings 
investment. 


I mention this in justice to all 


our subscribers, for we have giv- 
en Berkey a great deal of pub- 
licity — and none of it has any- 
thing to do with buying and selling 
stacks.

Belafonte

"The point of that show was 


to say a g h e 11 o stinks and 
is psychologically 
crippling. 


But that ghetto was also the 
same one in which I learned 
love and laughter and humor. 
Now it's time to leave the 
pain behind and focus on 
those who have come out." 


Belafonte says that ghetto 


influences on Negroes formed 
character traits and cultural 
contributions which have also 
profoundly 
influenced 
the 


lives of whites. "I don't know 
what would have happened to 
}nzz if it hadn't come from 
ghettos. And many expres- 
sions that o r i g i n a t e d in 
ghettos are a part of the 
American language." 


Sidney Poitier,

rates the snow, refers to Ne- 
gro humor as a "heady wine, 
rarely tasted by the outside 
world." 


'The idea was to comment 


on ourselves,"

in his job President Johnson has 
undergone some changes, the 
most noticeable a tightening up 
in his public manner. But there 
have always been two Johnsons, 
one public, one private.

bouncy type at first, seeming to 
overdo everything in speeches, 
gestures, 
activity, 
television 


appearances, news conferences. 
mere were a couple of plausible 
reasons. 


If he seemed unsure of him* 


self in public relations, he was 
also unexpectedly new in the 
job. And his first full White 
House year, 1964, was also a 
presidential 
election 
year, 


enough to keep anyone steamed 
up. 


But 
privately 
from 
the 


beginning, perhaps partly from 
his own long political experi- 
ence and perhaps partly from 
watching President D wight D. 
Eisenhower, a master at stay- 
ing popular, Johnson followed a 
careful policy. 


careful policy. 


He 
avoided public 
feuds, 


which have a sour effect on the 
public mind, arti he refrained 
from the kind of harsh state- 
ments that drive people into the 
opponents' camp, whoever the 
opponents happen to be at any 
given time. 


President Marry S. Truman, 


forever banging heads with his 
critics, provided the opposite 
example. 


For instance: Johnson could 


have considered some of the 
statements by Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, D*N.Y.., enough prov- 
ocation to get rough, particular- 
ly since 
Kennedy was men- 


tioned as his rival for the 1968 
presidential nomination. 


But Johnson kept his temper 


and it paid off. Just last week 
Kennedy again publicly pledged 
to support the renomination of 
Johnson and Vice President Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey next year. 


Even though 1964 was an elec- 


tion year, there seemed to be 
something irrepressible about 
the public Johnson then. He held 
32 news conferences that year. 
He dropped to 10 in 1965, al- 
though he raised to 18 in 1966, 
another election year. So far in 
1967 he has had six. 


But his way of having them 


has changed. President John F. 
Kennedy's n e w s conferences 
were usually fully arranged and

heard of him until he came pack 
suddenly Into full public view 
with a televised news confer- 
ence Pec. 31, He was a changed 
man, publicly. 


Privately, ever since 1965, 


when he began to step up the 
Vietnamese war, be has en* 
dured scorn and criticism in 
comparative quiet, letting his 
critics do most of the talking 
although he defended his posi* 
tion, but mostly in pits and 
pieces. 


Then, suddenly it was the 


North Vietnamese, not Johnson, 
who revealed his repeated at. 
tempts to stimulate them Into 
talking peace. He had kept quiet 
about all this while tae critics 
were on his back. 


That's now the private John* 


son operates. It's toe public 
Johnson he has had trouble get- 
ting used to.
